DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



- EUROPE. 
'London, 'Dec. 22. — In the senate at 
Rome tho minister of foreign affairs 
said he had addressed complaints to tho 
French go vernmet with reference to com- 
plaints in Tunis. Ttaly, he said, had 
abstained from any act that might bo 
construed as a recognition of the Barb's 
palace treaty. England had adopted an 
attitude which allowed tho supposition 
that it had tacitly accepted tho treaty. 
Negotiations regarding payment of com- 
pensation to auilbrors at Sfax are pro- 
gressing. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury has 
written a letter to the clergy anxiously 
directing attention from it Christian 
point of view to the vast movement of 
people for years going from Europe to 
the British colonies, especially from 
England to America. He says nn en- 
deavor is about to be made to establish 
more explicit communication between 
tho church at home and colonial 
churches with a view to tho spiritual 
welfaro of emigrants. The Archbishop 
says thepropoBal has obtained the hearty 
consent of. many Anglican bishops in 
Amorica. 

• Paris, Dec. 22. — A St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegraphs that the gov- 
ernor general of Eastern Siberia, who 
happons to be at present in St. Peters- 
burg, having received information of 
the arrival of tho shipwrecked crew of 
tho Jeannette in a region under his 
command, immediately proceeded to 
Gatschina and saw the emperor, who 
personally ordored that nil supplies 
that were necessary for food, clothing, 
money and transportation should bo 
placed at their disposal. 

Berlin, Dec. 22. — Attention is now 
directed to tho circumstance that Rus- 
sian authorities kept the knowledge of 
discovery of the survivors of the Jean- 
nette secret for a long time and much 
astonishment is expressed at this action. 

London, Dec. 22. — " Daily Tele- 
graph " editorial on the Jeannette 
says: Every generous heart and culti- 
vated mind have experienced at this 
moment great satisfaction when the 
news arrived that the whereabouts of 
the Jeannette were known but just as 
great will be thodisappointment to hear 
Uie American exploring vessel has bcon 
deserted and only a portion of the gal- 
lant crew brought back the painful 
tidings of her fate. Assistance no 
doubt has been sent in their direction 
by Russian authorities and natives, bnt 
we may too surely expect to hear a 
cruel account of their experience. Even 
if any of tho missing party bo rescuod 
alive tho best that can bo expectod is 
that uio greater puiiion oi iUo i )rav e 
and skilful crew put on board tho Jean- 
iVitte'will be saved, while if a3 the case 
may be the ship has achieved any dis- 
coveries of importance they will be 
purchased at a bitter price. Tho story 
of tho Jeannette, which is sure to re- 
flect glory on the American ilag and 
honor on the enterprise of the entire 
American press, will not be buried in 
the mysteries of tho still invisible 
pole. But what occupies all generous 
minds at present is the thought of the 
suffering which must have been borne 
by these gallant men who strove so 
long and so hard to win the scientific 
distinction which was the object of 
their enterprising patron. The writer 
concludes as follows: While journalistic 
enterprise which has given science such 
Bplendid gifts in our day can display 
tbia energy and liberality it would be 
simply disgraceful were the govern- 
ment of Great Britain to allow one of 
the most gallant of British discoverers 
to perish for want of a vote of money 
which the house of commons should so 
cheerfully grant. If the failure of the 
American expedition leaves the blue 
waters of the- Arctic circle still tho 
prize for the boldest and luckiest flag, 
the free expenditure of funds by the 
American editor in tho cause of geo- 
graphical science forbids her majesty's 
cabinet to shov/ themselves parsimo- 
noiv/B. 

Washington, Dec. 22. — T. W. Dan- 
enhower of this city received a tele- 
gram from his son, Master John W. 
Danenhower, third officer of the wreck- 
ed arctic exploring steamer Jeannette, 
announcing his arrivel at the mouth of 
the Lena river. The dispatch was pro- 
bably sent up the Lena to Irkutsk by 
the messenger who brought the first 
news of tho loss of tho Jeannette, and 
has juet been forwarded by the gov- 
ernor-general of eastern Siberia. Mas- 
ter Danenhower as tho Jeannotto's 
third officer would naturally have com- 
mand of boat No. 3, which was first to 
reach tho mouth of the Lena. Boat 
No. 1 was under the command of 
Lieut.' DeLong, and No. 2, which is 
tho missing boat, was very likely com- 
manded by the Jeannette's second offi- 
cer, Lieut. Chipp. Lieut. Dahenhow- 
or'u telegram gives no particulars of the 
disaster, but says a letter lias been for- 
warded by way of St. Petersburg. 

The following additional dispatches, 
in correspondence of tho state depart- 
ment relativo to measures for , the re- 
lief of the Jeannette have been fur- 
nished for publication : — 

Paris, Dec. 21. 
Hon. Frederick Frelinghuysen, Secre- 
tary, Washington, D. C: 
Immediately upon receipt of the first 
news from my St. Petersburg corres- 
pondent about 'the Jeannette, saying 
that 6000 roubles were needed, I trans- 
ferred that sum by telegraph through 
the Messrs. Rothschild to General Ig. 
natief at St. Petorsburg, with a request 
to draw on me for any further sums re- 
quired for succor and comfort of Capt. 
DeLong aud his party. I have to-day 
received the following telegTam from 



General IgnatiefT, and have hastened to 
communicate it : — 

" News just received from Vukoutsk 
and have given orders to the governor 
to lake tho most energetic measures for 
the rescue of the shipwrecked . crew, 
together with authority to undertake 
all necessary expense, for which I have 
promised to reimburse him. 

COMPTE. IONATIEKF." 

The secretary of state received the 
following dispatch to-day from tho 
charge d'affaires of the United States at 
St. Petersburg : — ■ 

Frelinghuysen, Washington, D. C: 
Goneral Ignatiuff of the Russian gov- 
ernment, has ordered an activo search 
for the second cutter, and will furnish 
all funds necessary from St. Peters- 
burg for subsequent need. I will draw 
on you. Havo a long telegram from 
Melville. Understand the samo went 
through last night to the navy depart- 
ment. Will communicate with Mel- 
ville tlircugh Ignatieff as regards possi- 
ble measures to find the second cutter.

The following telegram was sent by 
Secretary Blaino to Minister Foster at 
St. Petersburg, on the 28th of May 
last : 

Ask tho Russian government to di- 
rect that vessels of hor flag keep a 
friendly* lookout on the Siberian coast 
for the steamer Jcannottc, fitted for 
the arctic exploration by tho munifi- 
cence of James Gordon Bennett. No 
disaster to her is reported, but watch- 
fulness is deemed a wise precaution, 
winch this government desires to in- 
voke. ' , . . 

New York, Dec. 21.— There seems 
to be evory probability that before 
many months tolegraphic communica- 
tion will be established between this 
city and Vera Cruez, Panama, Veue- 
zuala, Peru, Chili and other South 
American states by direct wires, and 
that news and business advices will be 
regularly and as fully recoived from 
countries on tho west coast beyond the 
equator, as they now are, from Europe. 
The Central- and South American Tele- 
graph Co. is pushing tho construction 
of its land lines and • laying its sub- 
marine cables as rapidly as wires can 
bo supplied. . j ' ' - 

C. P. Huntington, vice-president of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Co. yester- 
day closed a contract with Wm. Cramp 
ik, Sons for the construction of two 
steamships for the company. These 
vessels are to bo 350 foot long, -12 feet 
beam, 28 feet depth of hold, and about 
3400 tons capacity. They are to bn 
employed principally for coal transpor- 
tation from the coal mines of the com- 
pany at thf mouth of Carbon river to 
San' Francisco, ana r»Jll ho completed 
about November 1, 1SS2. They are to 
bo of iron. 

Chicago, Dec. 21. — The " Times' " 
Washington says diplomatic circles are 
much agitated over the lato act of 
Secretary Blaine, who requested the 
Russian government to recall Minister 
Bartholomew No reasonable reply was 
made, and the envoy starts for St. Pe- 
tersburg January 10th, leaving Secre- 
tary Williamson in charge. Bartholo- 
mews life here has been a constant 
scandal. Ho brought a suspicious 
fonualo companion from South Ameri- 
ca, incurred debts he will not pay, and 
has duped a largo number of trades- 
men. His experience at Newport last 
summer cannot have been forgotten. 
A representative of another officer of 
the Russian government is in danger 
of a similar protest for bringing here 
an Italian woman, who has been his 
mistress for several years and borne 
him three children. Mrs. Blaine is 
said to have inspired the recall of Bar- 
tholomew 

New York, Dec. 22. — A London 
special to the "Herald" flays : The 
following telegram was received at the 
London office at 20 minutes past 2 this 
morning : 

Irkutsk, Dec. 21—2:15 P. M, 
The Jeannette was crushed by ice in 
latitude 77.16, north; longitude 157", 
east. Boats and sleds made good their 
retreat to 50 miles northwest of the 
Lena river, where the three boats were 
separated in a gale. Tbo whale boat 
in charge of Chief Engineer Melville, 
entered the east mouth of Lena river 
Sept. 17th It stopped by ice in the 
river. We found a native village and 
as soon as the river closed, I put my- 
self in communication with the com- 
mandant at Boloomga. On Oct. 29th, 
I heard that the first cutter curry- 
ing Lieut. DeLong, Dr. Amber and 12 
others, had landed at the north mouth 
of the Lena. The commandant at 
Boloomga sent instructions to the whale 
boat party, who are all well. Nindcnien 
and Noras arrived at Boloomga, Oct. 
29th, for the relief for the first cutter,' 
all of whom are in a sad condition and 
in danger of starvation, and all badly 
frozen. The commandant sent scouts 
to look for them and will urgo a vigor- 
ous search until they- are found. The 
cutter has not yet been heard from. 
Telegraph money for instant use to 
Irkutsk and Jakutsk.

He has been 
appointed assistant inspector of schools, 
and is now agitating that country for 
" hotter homes for the people " and 
granting premiums by government for 
buildings. 

Havana, Dec. 22. — Tho governor has 
discovered a falso certificate by which 
170 negroes who ought to be froo are 
held in bondage.

some point on tho main lino to Fort 
Churchill or Port Nelson on Hudson 
Bay, and that tho matter was discussed 
at a meeting held by them in Montreal 
on Saturday the 10th inst. 

The "Mail's" correspondent states 

tlmt Dr. JtlwInuoD, mnmiini- for New 

Westminster, has been offered, and has 
accepted the vacant senatorship for 
British Columbia. 

An infernal machine was found on 
the night of tho 10th instant, within 
the railings that skirt the Court House. 
It was discovered by a citizen, who, 
unaware of the deadly naturo of the 
contents, took it to tho Central police 
station. A former private in tho Roy 
al Artillery named Clark immediately 
pronouncod it to bo nn infernal ma- 
chine. It was in operation, and Clark 
was the only man who could stop it 
It was four inches high, five wide, and 
ten long, and contained six pounds of 
dynamite. It will be destroyed on 
Monday morning. 

Notwithstanding the collapso of Mr 
Spaulding's project for lighting tho. 
capital with electric lights, massed 
upon tall towers, a comraittoo of the 
city council has been appointed to fur- 
ther consider tho question. The chair- 
man, Aid. Whalen, is of opinion that 
tho city could be lighted from four 
towers 200 feet high, each carrying 
lights of 4,000 candle power, that the 
city has tho necessary water-power to 
operate tho dynamo-electric machines, 
that tho first cost of all need not ex- 
ceed $20,000, and the maintenance not 
over $7,000 or 88,000 a year. The 
committee will collect further informa- 
tion, and report to tho council on the 
subject. 

He Had Them On. — In ono of the 
Parisian bureau depolicecorrectionelle, 
a few days ago, a hardy son of toil, ac- 
cused of stealing a pair of trousers, was 
discharged by the sitting magistrate, 
after a long and patient investigation 
of his case, on tho ground that the evi- 
dence brought against him was insuffi- 
cient to establish his culpability. He 
continued, however, to keep his seat 
on tho prisoners' bench, after his ac- 
quittal had been formerly pronounced. 
The lawyer who had conducted his de- 
fense, observing that he did not move, 
informed him that ho was froe to go 
about his business, if he had any. He 
shook his head slightly, hut did not 
budge. By this time no othor case be- 
ing on hand, the Court was nearly 
empty. Again addressing him, his de- 
fender inquired with some irritation, 
"why the deuce he did not get up and 
go?" "Stop this way a moment 
please," replied the steadfast sitter, 
and let mo whisper in your ear. I 
can't go until all tho witnesses for the 
prosecution have left the Court." And 
why, may I ask 1" "Because of the 
stolen trousers — don't you understand!"
